National Committee Meets
Washingion Nexi Month to Se-
lect Convention City--Platform
Outlined By Chairman Hiiles,

in

(By Correspordence.)

New York, Nov. 1.—The Hepub-
liecan Nutional Cemmittee will meet
in Washington, Dec. 14, to zeleet a
convention clty and began mobiliza-
tion for 1916, Chairman Cherles

D. illles made this announcement
today and indicated the main lines
ulong which the eampaign to re-
store the Fszpublican parly to power
will be waged.

They are:

First—An atteck upsn the Domo-
cratic tariff.
Second—Criticilem of the Wilson

administration's handling of foreign
affairs, both In Mexico and in Eu-
rope.

Third—Charles that Democracy
has falled to keen its promise of an
economlcal administration and lhoes
failed to keep other 1912 platform
pledges, Including the delclaration in
favor of a single term for the presi-
dent.

Fourth—AtNck upon the admin-

istration’s government ship bill and |

other administration measures.

By the time the national commit-
tee  nssembles the presidential
campalgns of the numerous candi-
dates for the Tapublican nomlnation
al:;:iuld be well under way. Hilles
enld.

“There is no lack of interest in

the 1916 presidentlal race right
now,” sald the republican chalr-
man. “That is, the interest com-

pares favorably with that four years
ago. In some of the states having
‘native sons’ entered In  the race,
things are getting lively.

“It 18 true that the situation this
year with respect to  republican
presldential candidates differ mate-
rially from that in the last two or
three decades, Out of a group of
presldentials  possibilities at  this
time there i, no one man or two or
three men who stand out as leaders
in the race throughont the entire
country.

“Whether umt situation will ob-
tain until the. actual opening of the
next republican convention ar
whether therp will be a slmmering
down of candldates, I cannot say.
